Teaching Geography by Sight-Seeing Method 


WASHINGTON, July 5—Announce- 


ment at a new department of the work 
ot the National Geographic society, 
whereby its immense reservoir of geo- 
graphic 
photographs will become 


available to public schools, is made 
In s. bulletin issued Jroia its 'Washing- 
ton headquarters. 


'If 90 Xhrfted States senators -were 


keenly concerned about exact details 
of the peace treaty; some 400,000 
school teaehera who teach geography 
are just as anxious to see the new 
maj« that must come in the wake of 
the signing of that epochal docu- 
ment," the bulletin says. 


"But vrhy worry about maps ? 
"Maps are accessary, but before 


they can glow with fire and meaning 
the things that grow anil live and 
move inside tbe boundaries they Indi- 
cate must be impressed upon a child's 
mind. 


"If tbe schools had to go without 


maps tor a year, and had pictures 
instead, perhaps the children would 
be the gainers. Anyway, maps or no 
maps, the society has arranged to 
take 20,003,000 American school chil- 
dren—enough to flit four magnificent 
cities the size of our great Now York 
—on a sight-seeing picture tour of 
tbe world. 


"A picture gives the inkling of what 


a volcano is like, and avoids such 
anmsmg, and yet pathetic, answers to 
examinations as Vesuvius to a moun- 
tain which con'tinnally emits ealiya,' 
or 'boulevards are churches in Pans 
thronged with gayly dressed people1- 
or 'an isthmus is a bottle with a nar- 
row neck.'

Major Amber-son had "made a for- 


tune" In 1873, when other jjeople were 
!os!sz fortunes, and the magnificence 
of the Ambersons began, thec. Their 
splendor lasted alt Uie years tiat saw 
their Midland town spread and darken 
Into a city, but reached Us topmobt 
during the period -when every prosper- 
ous family with children kept a New- 
foundland Hog.

riod elegance of personal appearance

modeling when It was a year or so old; 
!t remained distinguished by merely 
remaining silk 
Old men nod frover- 


nor? wore broadcloth; "foil dress" was 
broadclofh with "doeskin" trousers; 
and there were seen men of nil ages 
to whom a hat meant only thi t rigid. 
tall 'Jlfc thin? known to impudence as 
a "stovepipe." In town and country 
these men would wear no ott-er hat, 
»nd, without se'f-corsclousncss, thty 
went rowing In such hats. 


Trousers with a crease were consid- 


ered plebeian; the crease proved that 


* the garment had lain upon n sh^lf, and 


hence- was **ready made;' th »se be- 
traytnjr trousers were called "hand- 
me-downs." In. allusion to the shelf. In 
the early eighties, while ban,?s and 
bustles were having their way with 
women, that variation of dandy known 
its tne "dude" was invented: he wore 
trousers as tight as stocking* Dagger- 
pointed ehoes. a spoon "derby," a 
sin pie-breasted coat called a "Chester- 
field," with short flaring skirts, n tor- 
turing cylindrical collar, laundrred to 
a polish, and three inches high while 
his other neckgear might be a heawt 
puffed cravat or a tinv bow fli for a 
doll's braids, "With evening dress he 
woro a tan overcoat so short tlist his 
black contrails hung visible, five Inches 
below the overcoat; bnt after a season 
or two he lengthened liis overcoat till 
It touched M« heels, and be passed out 
of his tfffht trouser; into troose-s like 
great baps 
Then presently be wn^ 


seen no more though the word that 
had been coined for him remained In 
the vocabularies of the ironertin* nt 


Surely no more Is needed to prove 


that so short a time pgo we we-e liv- 
ing in another age1 


At the beginning of the Ambcrson*;' 


s^*eat period most of the houses of the 
Midland town ^cre of a plessant ar- 
chitecture. They lacked style, but also 
pretentiousness 
and whatever does 


not pretend at ail has stvte enough 
They stood in commodious yards, well 
shaded by leftover forest tree* elm 
ni& walnut and beech, with here and 
there a line of tall sycamores vhere 
rhe land had bctn made by 
QIHnff 


^nyous from the creek- The hoi se of 
a "prominent resident," f°cmg Mill- 
*nry square or National a^enueo-Ten- 
nessee street, was built of b-ick upon 
a stone foundation, or of wood upon a 
brick foundation. Usually It rad a 
"front porch" and a "back porch;" 
often a "side porch," too. Thert was 
a "front hall," thc~e was a "side 'Hill," 
; nd sometlnes a "back hall" "^rom 
th<* "front hall' opened three rooms 
ihe "parlor," the "sitting room" and 
The "library;" nnJ the library '*ould 
*how warrant to Its title—for some 
reason these people bought baoUs. 
Commonly the family sit more lit the 
1'brary than in the "silting room," 
TV hlle callers, when thev came for- 
cuUly, were kept to the "parlor," a 
place of formidable polish and discom- 
fart. 
The upholstery of the library 


furniture was a little shabby, but the 
hostile chairs and sofa of the "parlor* 
tUvays looked new For all the ^ear 
and tear they got *hey should -iave 
li ^ted a thousand yenrs. 


Upstairs were the bedrooms, "moth- 


e- and father's room" the larges , a 
•mailer room for one or two sons, 
*3iother for one or two daughters; 
each of these coorn* containing a 
di'Uble bed, a "withstand." a 'bjrein," 
a -wardrobe, a little table, a rocking 
chatr,.asd offen a chair or two Jiat 
a»(l been slightly damaged- down- 
stalrs, but not enough to justify el her 
the expense of repair or deci tfve 
atandonment m the attic, Ard there 
was always a "spare room," for visi- 
tors (where the scwintr machine -usu- 
ally was kept), and during the se-ven- 
tU-s there developed on appreciation 
of the necessity for a bathroom. 


At the rear of tbe house upstairs, 


was a bleak little chamber, called ' the 
girl's room/* and In the Btable there 
»ua another bedroom, adjoining the 
hayloft, and called "the hired msn's 
mom.** House and stable coat se- en 
or dfht thousand dollars to build, nnd 
people with that much money to invest 
In such comforts were classified as the 
Rl'h. They paid the Inhabitant of 
**tfce girl s room" two dollars a week, 
an I, In the-latter part of this period, 
twi dollars aad a half, and fioclly 
thrfe dollars a week. She was Irish 
ordinarily, or German, or it might be 
Set ndlnavlan, bnt never native to ho 
lard unless she happened to be a per- 
sor of color. The man or youth ^ho 
Hv. d In th« stable bad like wages, and 
eonetimea* too, was lately a stcerrge 
Ttjvager, hot mneb. oftener ho was cot 
ori-i 


After rearise on pleasant raorairsi 


the alleys behind the stables were gtr; 
lau/Jrter and shouting went up aad 


down tcelr dnsty lengths, ultli a lively 
accompaniment of currycombs knock- 
ing against back fences and stable 
walla, forNthe darkles loved to curry 
their horses In the alleys. Darkles 
always prefer to gossip in shouts In- 
stead of whispers? anfi they feel that 
profanity, unless It he vociferous, Is 
almost worthless 
Horrible phrases 


TV ere caught by early* rising children. 
and carried to older people for defini- 
tion, sometimes at Inopportune mo- 
ments; while less Investigative chil- 
dren would often merely repent the 
phrrsei in some subsequent flurry of 
agitation, and yet bring about conse- 
quences so emphatic as to be recalled 
with ease in middle life. 


They hove passed those darfcy blrcd 


men 
of the 
Midland town. 
The 


stvbles have been transformed Into 
other likenesses, or swept awar, like 
the woodsheds where \iere kept the 
stovewood nnd kindling: that the "girl" 
and the "hired man" ilwnys quarreled
